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Restriction/Election 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-34, drawn to a method of analyzing micro-satellite loci, all requiring 
SEQ ID NOS. 1-62, classified in class 435, subclass 6. 

II. Claims 35-47, drawn to a kit for detecting microsatellite instability, all requiring 
SEQ ID NOS. 1-62, classified in class 536, subclass 22.1. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions in Group II and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for 
using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the 
product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the method of using the product in Group I can be used in a 
materially different processes such as hybridization assays, gene therapy assays. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and divergent subject matter, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

In this application additionally, no matter which group applicant elects, applicant is required 
to specify one pair specific nucleotide sequences for examination. This requirement is made 
under 1 192 O.G. 68 Notice (November 19, 1996 and revised MPEP), as the examination of more 
than onesequence in the application would result in an undue search burden on the PTO.

D5S2849, D6S1053, D7S3046, D7S1808, D7S3070, D8S1179, D9S2169, D10S1426, 
D10S2470, D12S391, D17S1294, D17S1299, D18S51, BAT-25, BAT-26, MONO-1 1, MONO- 
15. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon ; including any claims subsequently added.

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application.
